REPORT OK BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF FLORIDA METHODIST 

OKPHAN.AOE. 

Dear Brethren: Our orphanage has had a year of prosiK^rity ami 
incieaseil i)rivilege in serving humanity. We art* grateful for Omi’s bles.s- 
iiigs and favors uiMm this work. The average number of children ke»d 
in the lunue during the, year has been nearly seventy. thii'ty-tw<» having 
been admitte<l ami three having left this year. 

We wish to emphasize the fact that our orphanag(‘ is* a boim* in 
tile strict .seii.se of the word, that we have the continual rare, the train- 
ing. fetHling and clothing of these cliiblren. They do not .simply pas-^ 
through our ha mis. remaining a few days at a time, as in a elearing 
hou.se. Tlimigh we do iiave some applications for children to adopt, thar 
particular kind of \york is so thonnighly done and widely advertised by 
another orgmdzation. that we <lo not haA’e nnich business of tliis riiar- 
acter. This fact shoiibl bring a liberal snpixu-t to our home, espe- 

.<’ially in view of the fact that so large an iuteide.nom'mati< nai sup[Mn*V 
is given to this other organization. 

A very Large i»er- cent, of our chiblreu are <lependent half oi phan.s. 
Some are half orphans whose surviving parent can not make a home 
and give caia* to tliein. but can pay a small amomit for such jirivileges — 
for such wc are making a real home. 'I'he income from this soiina* has 
been less than this year. We mention this lAecaiise some (‘xaggeratml 

land false rei>orts have l>een scattered over the state to the effect that 
we are condneting a hoarding home and <lo not need tht‘ supp<»rt hy tluy 
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church. Ac(tor<liii;; t<) our coii.stitiition ami bylaws, aixl Ijccausc of tho 
rciil need for such work in behalf of many children who otherwise, 
would have no home and would be neglected and left to bec(»me delin- 
quent, we feel that we should continue this form of work, even at the 
risk of misrepre.sentation. However, we most earnestly request the aid 
of our pastors in securing? accurate information concerninjr any aiipii- 
eaiits from their charges. For this purpose blanks will henceforth la* 
.sent to pastors, which they are asked to fill out after a careful iM»rsonal 
inve.stijfation. We must rely on the brethren to .save us from imiK)siton. 
We desire as far as our re.sources i>ermit to minister to all such as really 
need our intended services. 

Loeation. 

Early in the year that jtreat friend of the fatherle.ss and motherle.ss 
cliildren and of our orphanajte. Brother C. Brinkley of Jack.sonville, 
offered to the board of trustees a fine tract of land of about thirty-si.v 
acres, worth from $15.(XK) to $20,000, very advanta^;eously loe;«t(‘d for 
our work near the city of Jacksonville, for the the ori)hana«e. This 
inaj?nificent offer was accepted by the board after it had in a body visited 
the tract and carefully studied the situations and conditions. The offer 
is made on the very reasonable condition that the conference rai.se in 
, c-jish and bona fide subscription.s $10,0(K> by the 15th of I)e<*eniber. 1015; 
all subscriidions to be secured by reuular promi.ssory notes and to be 
acceptable to Brother Brinkley. 

Building Fund. 

The boanl of trustees wishes tiie accei>tance and endorsement by the 
conference of a method it has planned for the raising of this fund, 
tb-.wit : Organize the .social .service of every congregation in each <listrict 
' to secure pledges and cash, and to enlist the co-oi)ei'ation and supi)ort 
of our entire membership. For this purix).se a preacher and a layman in 
in each presiding elder's district has been selected to visit the various 
charges to start such movement as well as to .secure contributions for 
tlie fund;. said committee to .serve without pay, only traveling expenses 
to be allowed by the board. As the chief organizer of this work, as a 
field agent, the board has gratefully accepted the tender of .services, 
without pay. of Brother Thomas (iriffith. We ask the conference to. 
endor.se the field agent and give i>ermission for him to travel ov’er the 
state and to solocit in our various charges. 

This offer and i)lan seem to put us at the beginning of a realiza- 
tion of our h<>i>es and aims to make our orphanage not only a home 
but also to equii> our boys and girls by manual, domestic, and agricul- 
tural training to go out into the world to be producers and good citizens 
of the commonwealth. 

Income and Expenditures. 

While it appears that the asse.ssment has succeeded in increasing 
our income, having realize<l about 85 per cent, which is considerably 
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more than last year s im-ome. there has been a <letriineiital feature i» 
the plan. Very many pastors have waiteil until the end of the yeai to 
make remittance, so that during a larcce part of the year we have l»eeo 
compelletl to strain our credit, and to borrow money for the ciirrait 
expenses. .Tnst half of the total income for lbl4 has been panl siuw 
Dec. 1. This hurts our credit and embarrasses our workers. Such iie?^v 
j;ence as this is almost inexcusable in view of the fact that the fifth 
Sunday offerin.!:s are use<l in payinir the assessment. We most rosjieet- 
fully urj;e that all money raise<l for the orphanajjce be s(‘nt at once to' 
the treasurer. All our a<*counts are payable monthly. 

While our income has l>een increased about 2i> per cent the numl>er 
of inmates of the home has been increase<l nearly 50 per cent, con.-^ 
iiuently. thoujjh we have run on a nmre economical mana,!j;emeiit than 
ever before, we will just about break even. See the treasurer's reiwrt 

ft)r the fijjiires. 

Health. 

The j^eneral health of our children has been ,i;ood, no serious illness, 
occurrinj; except an epidemic of diphtheria early in the yeat. Duriiij: 
this epidemic the home was (puirantine<l and we had U* have additionaS 
trained nurse and physicians daily. We are jtrateful to rec<.rd that 
death occurred ami we came safely throuirh the sieire. thanks to the 
efficient nursin.i; and mana.trement by the new sui)erintendent aiwl 
matron, who had just taken <-hart:e. 

Keligious Life. 

Twenty-four chiblren are members of our church. All of them are 
in Sunday school and attend religious services each mornini;. Twenty- 
seven of the chiblren are members of the Epworth Leaiiue. Dreat 
was accomplished amonjr the children in a revival in the first part of 
the year. Rrother Rartlett. the pastor of the char^^e. has l>een faithfid 
in his ministry to the children with the other members of the church ni 
Enter) >ri.se. 

Superintendent and Matron. 

We count ourselves fortimate in securiip: Mr. ami Mrs. II. R. Lea«^ 
for sui»erintendent and matron. i'es))ectively. They :ire renderinj; s))lendl*l 
service and have irrcatly increase<l the efficiency of the home. Roth liare^ 
had jtood traiuinji in actual orphanaite work, both have ex))erience ttmi 
thoretical qualification, and their liearts seepi to be in their work. Mrs. 
T.each’s traininjr as a nurse makes her peculiarly valuahle in the hon»<* 
Every one of the childrt‘n_ loves the su)»erintemlent ;ind matron.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDI CATION. 

Pa]>ei‘s have been itlaced in our hajnls concm-ninir the condition and 
varie<l activities of our church sclntols. 

Amon.u the notable events of the conference' ye'ar has been the i»rac- , 
tic-al passinir of Vanderbilt University from the' i)atronaice and control 
of the church, and the imne^u ration of two new university enterprises, 
one ill the western and another in the (*astern territory of that section 
of the United States uinh'r the ilirection of Southern Methoilism. 

(’oncerniiiir these institutions w(* ([note from the report of our Soulh- 
erii educational commission in its [laiier recently issued to the church 
at lar.ue : . 

“For the university west of the Mississippi river the Southern Meth- 
odist University at Dallas. Texas, has been jidopted, provided its boai’d 
of trustees and the annual conferences controlliiiir it me(‘t the conditions 
prescribed by tbe iteneral conference for the ownership and control of 
the institution. This we are assuiaal will be done, and the universit.v 
for the rej'ion west of the Mississippi will lie oiiened in September, 1915. 
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“The ronimissiou is glad to !)e able to report to the church the 
auspicious founding of a great university for the territory east of the 
Mississippi river. 

“Atlanta has been selected as the location for it. A gift of $l,000,0(i0 
from one member of the coinniission, and Jf'lio.OOO from anothei membei, 
and a subscription of $500,(K)0 from Atlanta assured by, the Chamber of 
Commerce of the city, all aggregating .$1,525,000, were made on the day 
the location was fixed. On the day following smaller subscriptions were 
made by members of our church, not residing in Atlanta, which amounted 
to $:i,000. Ill addition to these gifts the use of the Wesley Memorial 
Hospital, an institution worth $200,000, is given for the school of medi- 
cine, and the Wesley Memorial buibling for the school of theology. The 
latter property is w<n*th .$.*100, (KIO.’’ 

Thus it will be seen, contrary to all rules of the mathmatician. 

nothing minus one equals two. 

The awakening along higher educational lines is making itself felt, 
until im longer is it ])ossible for the church to con<luct her educational 
work as a sort of side issue and in a haphazard fashion. Education must 
be given a place in the very center of her progress. 

In its legislative *policy. the last general conference set a new pace 
for the conduct of conference boards of education. Note the following: 

1. It is ma<le the duty of “each annual conference board of educa- 
tion to nominate for api)ointment by the piesident of the conference a 
aecretai y of e<lucation.” 

2. • It is made the duty of the confereii(*e boani of education "to 
co-oi>erate with the general conference board of education in securing 
e<lucational statistics and information from the sch(K)ls under its care 
and in <*lassifying its schools.*’ 

’Phe board of e<iucation is requested to give careful study to the 
imoblem involved in the presence of a large number of Methodist 
students in state institutions: that said board, in co-oi>eration with the 
confert'iK'c boards of e<liK‘ation. assist the local churches in the important 
matter of the religious development of their students and in holding 
them to riirist and the church.*’ 

The truth of the old saying. “It*s an ill wind that blows no goo^I 

any one.’* was no more fully exemplified than in the unfortunate 
Vanderbilt matter, since in the future “the boanls trustees, which are 
charged with the oversight and management of all our schools and 
colleges, will see to it that all our institutions are firmly fixed in the 
imnership ami control of the church, and that their religious character 
is in keeping with the j)i«nis motives which impelled consecratetl men and 
women to make gifts by which they were established.** 

We may only refer to the work of the department of ministeria? 
training ami hel]>. Here again the church has taken advanced ground, 
and under provisions adopted by the last general conference it is made 
the duty of pastors to rei>ort the names and ad<lre.sses of any such can- 
didates to the quarterly conferemt' for i)ermanent I'ecord. ami the duty 
of tl«‘ la-esiding eblers in turn to report all such names and ud<lre.sst?s. 
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to^etluM* with tlu' naiues aiui addresses of ail who have iaa'ii Ihiei^sed to 
during the year.v-to the department of miuiHteriai supply and 
training. In thi.-i way individual attention can he given to every young 
man lm)kiug to the ministry, and he can be furnished smdi inspiration 
and direction as may he needed. We ask si>ecial attention to these* pro- 
edsions and urge the imiK)rtance of their proiH*r observance. 

“The general conference also heartily indor.se<l our ministerial e<luca- 
fional loan fund for the assistaiK*e of young men preparing for the min 
istry in the schools and colleges of the (rhiirch and instructed the lM>ard 
of education out of its funds to make such ai>propriations to the loan 
fund as might be iM»ssible." 

Wesleyan College for Women at Macon, and 10m<»ry College at - 
Oxford, deserve more emphasis and consideration than the scope of this 
r>ai)er j>ermits. It is noted with pleasure that these great institutions 
have maintained their enviable re<‘ord, and adde<l new evi<lenees of 
virility with the |)assiiig year, matri<*ulations having been gratifyingly 
large. 

Referring briefly to our own eonferenee s<-liool. Southern (Nillege, 
we wish to reixu-t that in spite of the handi<-ap of meager resonrees. the 
serhool is making a worthy name for itself, ami under the inspiratbm 
of a new administration and greatly improved physical conditions, has 
promise of moral and material support which projjhesys well for iU 
future. 

With the end in view of furnishing material aid to meet a present 
crisis the hoard re<piests the conferen(*e to authorize : 

1. An increase of $1,010 on our regular <*onference edncatbmal 
assessment, making the assessment for 1915 $7,500. 

2. The placing of an educational sjiecial of $1.(MM) on each distrb-t 

I to be raised by the presiding elders, they being given the privilege of 

adopting any plan whi<h nia.v most surely promise snc<*ess. 

3. We recommend to Bishop Morrison the apiNuntinent of Rev. 
Cieorge F. Scott to be conference secretary of education. 

4. We rtH-onimend W. (). Reiichei- for ap(Muntiiient as instructor in 
Madison Normal Institute. 

5. We recommend the api>ointinent of Rev. K. II. Alderman as pn*Sr 
Went of Southern College.

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REPORT OF ADVOCATE PI BUSHING COMMITTEE. 

Dear Rretlireii : Findiiijc: that the Advocate was carryinj; a large ntuQ 
her of deliiHiiieiit siihscrihers who seemed t(» regard their ohligatious to 
the paper with indifference, an effort was inaugurated this year by our 
editor to weed out those who would not juiy. and to juit the paiier on u 
cash basis. In this effort the circulation of the pa])er has been cut down 
to 3,500; not more than 500 of whom, probably are in arrears, and prac- 
tically none of whom owe for more than a year. If the conference rt*- 
ceipts are what we have reason to expect we shall close the year oat oC 
debt. 

We jjdsh to record our hearty aj)preciation of the co-operation ex- 
tended by a number of our ]>astors. at the same time exiu'essiiig oiir 
regret that this co-operation is not more general. If the entire body oC 
our prachers would heartily act as our agents for their conferenci* organ 
to the same extent as some have done*, we would have no trouble in pusli- 
ing our circulation far beyond wbat it has ever been, to the infinite 
advantage of every phase of our work and of every interest <»f tlie 
CDiiference. 

We recommend that a l>oard of trustees be elected for the Florida 
Christian Advocate, to hold such property as the ]>aper may now liave 
or may acquire: that said trustees be nine in number; that they be 
elected <iuadrenially, as other boards, on nomination of the presiding 
elders, and that said l)oard shall conduct the business of the pai>er in- 
stead of the publishing committee heretofore doing so: that the trustec^s^ 
be given full authority to publish the paper according to their best jadg- 
ment. as to style, size, fretpiency of issue, etc., make all contracts, employ 
needed lavor. and do all things necessary to carrying on the busines.s. 

As there has been some talk concerning the consolidation of our 
Advocate with the Wesleyan Christian Advocate, your committee <leeme<l 
it w ise to secure all the facts in the case that the matter might l»e given 
thoi-ough consideration. To this end w'e solicited a i)ro]»osition from the 
AVesleyaii Advocate. AVe gave this tentative i)ro])osition careful (‘onsider- 
ation and the unanimous decision of our committee is that such constdida- 
tion would not be w ise and we (hn-line to enter into such agreement as 
Iiroposed. 

AVe desire to expn'ss our hearty a]»pr(*ciation of the faithful lalH>rs 
of our editor. .1. E. Wilson, and resjKv-lfully recommend him for re- 
election to that position and api>ointment by the bishoi», 

AVe recommend that January of each year be designated as Advocate 
month and that the last preaching Sumlay in January at each apjioiiit- 
inent be especially «lesignated as Advocate Sunday, ami that during this 
time a vigorous campaign be conducted for tlie purpose of putting the 
Advocate into all our Inunes and that an effort be made to pay the 
Advocate assessment during this period. An effoi t of this sort will count 
tremendously in the support and development of the W(q-k during the 
year. 

AA'e further recommend tiiat an assessment (d‘ be levle<l uim*u 
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the confereiK-e. this assessment to be paid as heretofore in new subscrii)- 
tions, 10 per <-eiit on renewals or in cash. 

In conclusion, we recommend that this conference pledjje itself anew 
to our Advo( ate. which is an infii^jn’iisable jiixec; ' tp spreadinj; inforina- 
tioii rejxardin;: tlie w<trk of (Jod. foi* insi)irini: w i(‘:iii;enr interest ;ind 
I enthusiasm a,in<»inr unr i ('o]>le for tin* church acd P- many acti\'ities. and ■ 
for promoting' those reforms and religious movements for which the 
church stand.s, as well as for combatting heresies and other evils that 
threaten the wellbeing of oui* church and its i)eople. 

The Advocate is «>f fundanuMital iin])oi'tance. If it i)i‘osj)ers, ev'ery 
interest of the chni'ch is beljted ther<'by ; if the Advocate suffers, evtu'y 
other interest suffers with it. 

Let us juit it into the homes of all our jteople and e<lncate them t<> 
appreciate and be loyal to it. We can do it if we udli. Hoth onr inter('st 
and our honor demainl that we do it .and that spe<Mlily. Xo man among 
us has vision tM)ough to jtrophesy the blessed results that will follow.

It is also true ilmt. as the 
handful of corn scattered on the mountain multiplies and itroduces a 
huUdre<l fold, so the booklet and tract, cheai) in price but often rich in 
tlnuight and tnith. furnish .seed corn for abundant fntnii* har\ests. 

Onr imblishing house at Xashville. with its larg(* and varied li.st 
of good book.s. is an exhaustless storehouse of food foi- bi-ain and sou’, 
and under the i»resent effi(*iejit management of Smith iV: Lamar, is ])ro\- 
ing a great ble.ssing to the church. The Christian Advocat(> edited by 
Dr. Ivey is sound in theology, loyal in ])olicy. ]*ich in sniritua' manna 
and interesting in its varied contents and d(*sei'\'es a karrre* oatromige 
from the whole cliurch. 
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Our own Florida Christian Advocate is a iMJteiit and essential factor 
in our work in B'lorida under the efficient e<litorial management of 
Rev. J. Edgar Wilson, backed b.v an interested and faithful publishing 
committee, deserves the approval and proctical supiMu t of ever?' Meth- 
odist family in Florkla and should be in every home.

Second — That as far a.'< possible \vc will avail oui'selves of the val- 
uable aid of tlie Quarterly Review. 

Third — That we try to induce our pe<»ple to luiy and read o)ir 
Discipline, and other good Methodist bo(*ks: ami endeavt>r to place at 
least one good book in every family every year.

To the Bishoi) and Members of the Conference: 

Dear Brethren In accordance with the requirements, under legis- 
latkm enacte<l by the la.st general conferem*e. your c(mference lay leader 
l)(‘gs leave to report as follows : 

I am pleased to report that the distri< t la>' leaders desire to work 
in connection and in harmony with their respective districts, giving 
assistance wlierever they can t<» tlie best interests of the conference. 

From the best information to be obtained, less than per <*ent of 
the churches have active iiiis,sionary committees. Les.s than this number 
have made an every-member canvass and use the dui)lex or any form of 
envelopes for raising the claims. 

It is very gratifying to report that wherever the church lay eoui- 
mittees have been proi>erly organized and tlie every-member canvass 
mad and the duplex envelope system u.sed. it has proven to be successful 
and in many cases the success was lM‘.vond expectation of those who put 
it into effect. The most gratifying results have l»een achieved from the 
every-roendier canvass, as it not only looks after the financial end of 
the chur<-h. but also brings the officers into direct conta<*t with the entlre^ 
church membership,' getting a true reiKirt of the siiiritual welfare and 
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-cowditioii »)f each inembor. whicli enabk's pastor tr» iriore effectively 
do his pastoral work, know his conj^reKation. their ikhmIs, and where his 
atteution is most needed. 

Where tlie financial plan for M< tliodists ht\< been put into effect 
in a majority of cases we liave only jn’aise for its successful workinj;. 
First, it nearly always raises the )»ccded finals: second, it jrives tne 
laymeuo of the church somethinf; to do, brink's them into contact with 
the church and develops them as church workers; but the greatest benefit 
rec-eived therefrom is the spiritual uplift — j;ivinj; them a new vision 
and new knowledire «»f tin* work <*f our Lord. Therefore, we earnestly 
request that every minister in the Florida conference take into his con- 
fidence the laymen of his church or r-liariLre and encoura;xe them to assist 
liim in the uplift and ui»build <»f the cliurch, it bein.i< the desire of this 
board on lay activities, durinix the cominj; year, to thoroujrhly orftanize 
the laymen in church work tlirouiu:houi the entire conference.

Bishop and Brethren: The board of trustees begs leave to submit 
th(‘ following as its annual report: 

First — I )is])osition of college lands: 

On Dec. 1. Ibi:;. there w(*re due two notes by the college, one to 
the Exchange National P.ank in the sum of $i 2.000. and one to the 
Bank of Ch'arwater in the sum of $(>.500. 

To meet these notes and sundry other outstanding obligations the 
board of tnistees ^\■as comi»elled to ask the Florida conference to 
allow it to sell such college lands as could be spared from college pur- 
poses. This land was sold to the Sutherland Develojunent (Nunpany under 
a resolution of this body authorizing such sale, a record of which will 
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l»e found in 1913 Year Book, pajre 40. .sipied by .T. A. Hendry and L. N. 
I*ipkin. the price agreed ujwn being ^o8.5(X). of which .$18,500 was paid 
in cash and the college taking $20,000 in the stock of the company. The 
cash realized was n.sed to i)uy the two notes above mentioned. 

Second — Imi)n>venients to buildings and furniture: 

At the conclusion of tlie school year 19i:»-14 the board took a care 
ful survey of the college properties to find them in sa<l nee<l of immediate 
repairs and- imijrovement. It <letermined ui)on a policy of expenditure 
which it felt would be adequate to put the proi)erties iii such condition 
as to command laitronage. Presi^leut Alderman was by former resolution 
authorized to proceed witli said repairs up to an amoiuit not to exceed 
.$4.(K)0. Sr)on after the work bad been undertaken, however, it was .seen 
tliat such a sum would be entirely iimdecpiate to accomplish the end 
sought, and uu<ler advice of the president of the board and other mein- 
lH*rs of the executive comniittee. $12,3.5.5 were expended. The nature and 
extent these improvements are such as to jmt the institution in rank 
with thf‘ best of our Southern colleges and command the highest praise 
of ai)precia ti ve ]»ati‘ons. It is not the design nor is it within the .scope 
of this paper to go into details of the work ac<*omplished. I his will !>• 
ontliiuHl tf» yon by our presid<*nt.

It gives ns i>eculiai* pleasure in submitting to you our fourth sniiiial 
report. 

During tiie past quadrenium the Sunday school work has had un- 
precedented suec*ess throughout the entire church and esi>ecially in our 
own conference, bringing the Sunday school work in Florida to a high 
state of efficiency. 

Much of the credit for this growth belongs to our retiring faithful 
.seiTetary, Rev. C. W. White. The rejKirt of his work is attached heret(». 

• There have been held under the direction of the board, four divis- 
ional institutes at the following plac*es, viz. : Monticello. Jacksonville, 
Fort Meade and Ocala. We engaged as speakers the best available 
talent. These meetings were highly beneficial to the general work. Tlu* 
expenses were largely defrayed by those in attendance. 

We regr(‘t to report that from such information as we have Chil- 
dren's da.v has not been as generally observed as heretofore, nor as 
much so as the interest of the church demands.

We have had no report up to date from the conference treasurer. 

Reports from the general officers indicate that the forward move- 
ment throughout the church continues, notably the enlargement by the 
last general conference of the jM)wers and work of the general and 
<*onference Sunday school boards ; the creation of new i)erio<licals ; 
namely, the si^ecial edition of the magazine for teachers using graded 
literature: the Workers Council, designed for pastors and Sunday school 
officers ; the ilissionary Messenger, a monthly leaflet containing in- 
formation and program for use on Missionary day in the Sunday schools 
— the subscription price is only two cents per copy per year ; also thd 
change and enlargement of the Visitor. 
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The department of teacher training continnes to grow number- 
ing now 2,550 training classes with 22,000 students enrolled. Yet it 
has reached less than one-fonrth of the teachers in the church. 

We desire to call especial attention in this department to a .si>eciail 
corresiKnidence course for pastors that they may V)ecome examples and 
leaders to their workers in definite Sunday school ways. 

In the dei)artment of church extension where the Sunday .schools 
are establishing a loan fund to assist in building modern Sunday .school 
churches, our conference is doing but little. There are only evelen birtii-^ 
day jars in use arid there has been raised thereby onlj^ $7U.61 during the 
l>ast year in Floi*i<la. The total Sunday school loan fund is now .$7,012.a2. 

The Wesley class work has made marvelous ])rogress in the psLst 
quadrenium. There are now more than 4,o00 classes with a memlM^rship. 
of KI0,0(K), .55.000 of these being added last year. 

We ask that you accept the resignation of Rev. A. II. (>>le from the 
board and that Rev. .T. L. Moon be i»lace<l on the board in his stead.

This movement seemed to be im|)erative to keep our Sunday .s<rliool 
workei-s from being entirely ab.sorbe<l in an interdenomijiational organ- 
ization.

MEMOIRS 



L A. VERNON. 

Rev. Isaac Asbury Vernon, the subject of this appreciation, was bom 
of godly parentage in Charle.ston, Mo., July 26. 1846. He was born again 
in early manhood and immediately felt called to the Christian ministry, 
and when' I bd<5Ahle his' pastor in Charleston, Mo., in 1872, I found him 
resisting the call and consequently a restless and unhappy man. In the 
fall of 1878 he bwame obedient to the heavenly vision and was admitted 
on trial into the White River conference. Arkansas. BYom that time till 
the close of hi.s life, his supreme purpose was o cry, “Behold, the Lamb!” 
After ten years of service in the White River conference he was trans- 
ferre<l to the Florida conference in 1888. and finished his life and min- 
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ijstiy ill Tampa, Fla., in the home of his son, Ihiker, April IS. 1914. 

Brother Vernon, natively, had a hij^h order of inteleet and would 
have rea< hed the hijih places had he not been handk*api)ed by the want 
of «>arly training;. At the age of 10 he enlisted in the Confederate army 
at Walnut Ridge, Ark., and being small of stature became the mascot 
of his company. He was mustered out of .service at the clo.se of the war, 
having passed through several battles and much hard service. As may be 
.seen, the years that would have naturally been devoted to study were 
jgiveii to the defense of his country. 

At the age of 20, a ragged, iienniless young man, with only his musket 
and knapsack, he set his face toward the hard tasks that were before 
hhn. He was a man of strong convictions and fiery earnestness. No one 
ever went to .sleep under his preaching. He was often eloquent and always ' 
*«*ntertaining. His ministry was effective and many were slain of the I^ord 
a*' he wielded withNmuch force the sword of the Spirit. He was 'never 
a misfit, he always left his charges in better condition that whcm hr, 
•Altered upon the work. For more than thirty years on what is generally 
termed hard works he bravely went forward until physical infirmities 
forced him to retire from active service. For several years his sufferings 
hnve been grevious, often painful in an extreme degree. 

Brother Vernon was thrice happily married. The three noble women 
who shared the hardships of his ministry were all my i>ersonal friends. 
He was married the last time at Hawthorne, Fla.. Sept. 29. lS9i». to Miss 
Willie Martin, who with two of his children. Baker (4. Vernon and Mrs. 
Fiinnie R. (iatlin, remain to cherish his memory. 

He was related to some of the choicest people of southeast Mi.s.souri, 
viz, the Moores, Goodins and Haws, to whom Methodism in that country 
«>w€w so much. 

I feel personally bereft, being honored in an uncfunmon degree by 
friendship, as he often said, “You are my best friend.” A few days l>efore 
be went away he said, “I believe that God will take care of me.” so 
I hope after the mi.sts have cleared away to meet him again in that land 
‘“Where everlasting spring abides.

W, A. WIER. 

William A. Wier. son of the late Robert O. Wier and his wife, Laura 
F. Grant of Noxubee county, Mississippi, was born near Macon. Miss., 
May 15, 1870. 

At the early age of 14 he was left an orphan, both father and mother 
♦lying in 1884. hi.s deprivefl him of educational advantages, but being h 
l>oy of ambition and perseveraiure he dug out, almost unaided, a fair Eng- 
lish education. He attended school for a while, prior to his parents’ death, 
in Pickensville. Alabama. After struggling for some time, he met Captain 
Wright, who was conducting a school for boys in Livingston, Ala. He 
ssecored a place and taught in this school and pursued his studies under 
the direction of Captain Wright. 

He was always of a religious turn of mind and was never ^een in 
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bad company nor heard to use had lanj?ua;^e. He was converted at an 
early age and united with the M. E. Church, South, at Pickensville, 
Ala., under the ministry of Rev. D. S. McDonald of the North Alabama 
conference. He came to Florida in 18G(> and stayed a while in Sumpter 
county with his brothers, the late Thomas A. Wier, and Rev, Robert O. 
Wier, then a member of the Florida conference, but now of the Texas 
«)iiference. While living with the latter he was licensed to preach at 
Stewart’s chapel, Webster, Fla., in 1880, when only 10 years of age. After 
this he returned to Alabama and it was then that he taught with (’aptaiu 
Wright in Livingston. 

He returned to Florida in 180^^ and taught si-hool in (iadsden ami 
Polk counties. In 1803 he was recommended to aJinual conference by the- 
Bowling Green (piarterly conference. Rev. A. E. Householder, P. E., and 
Rev. R. O. Wier, P. C. He was admitted on trial at Palatka. Fla., in 
January, 1804, He vvas sent to the Fort Bassinger mission. While on 
this charge he was married in 1804 to Miss Lulu Odom, daughter of the 
late Ebenezer Odom, near Plant (hty, Fla. He was true to his convic- 
tions and live<l without a blemish on his character. He leaves behind him 
to mourn his going away, a wife and five children, three boys and two 
girls ; three brothers. Rev. R. O. Wier of the Texas conference, J. S. and 
J. W. Wier of Bessemer, Ala., and four sisters, Mrs. B. Wier of Birm- 
ingham, Ala., and Mrs. C. O. Hilton of Atlanta, Ga., Mr.s. A. H. Rummeii 
of Prinston, Fla., ami Mrs. .7. .7. Xeylans. Jr., of Tampa, Fla., and a host 
of friends wherever he has betni. 

AVill was a noble boy. He woubln’t do a little mean thing. He was a 
true man. He was consecrated to his work. He loved the work. He had a 
hard time but he bore it bravely, and God has .said, ‘‘It is enough, come 
up higher.” Our hearts are bowed in sorrow but we sorrow not as tho.stv 
who have no hope. We will meet him again where sorrow never tromes 
and they never say goodbye. 

May our Heavenly Father take care of his love<l ones left iK^himi. 
May they all meet him in the Father's house above. 



MARY C. COLLIER. 

Mar^V' C. Collier, nee M(*(\>lluin. was born in Anderson count.v, S«nith 
Carolina, in 1844: married to Rev, .7. S. (Collier in Micanoi>y, Fla., 1870, 
and died in Tampa. Fla., April 1, 11)14. 

HeV life was beautiful, her death triumphant, her resurrection will 
be glorious. She was quiet in disi»osition, not impulsive,, but thougiit 
well over all that was to be done in her home and elsewhere. It was^ 
very remarkable how faithful she was to her Christian dutie.s. Her love 
for her Master and His couse was continuous. She was consistent and 
very punctual in the service of God : ever present in the house of the 
l>ord when she coidd be. Her times of prater were frequent. 

It was a marked fact that she first c-onsidered the comfort and 
pleasure of others.
